THE THREE SURVIVORS, 


They Tell a Graphic Story of the 
Wrecking of the Steamer Steinmann, 
HALIrax, April 7.—The three surviving passen- 

gers of the Daniel Steinmann who are now in the 

city, tell graphie storles of the wreck. They say 
when the vessel first struck, the captain ordered 
all hands on deck. Que boat was launched, and 
immediately ali hands made a rush for it, but be- 
fore the lines could be cut the vessel sank, “arry- 
ing the boat with it. The cries and screanis of 
the women and children as the stem of the vessel 
sank, were heartrending and pitiful. Capt. Von 
Schoonhonen and two men climbed up into the 
rigging. One of them was washed off, and the 
captain and the other named Neidermann held 
on until rescued in the morning. The captain 
was so numb and cold that Neidermann had to 
use force to pull him from the mast. As the per- 
sons who were landed in the boat were pulling 


away from the vessel, an Italian grasped the stern 
and begged to be drawn lu. Thregor four drown- 
ing persons were clinging to his The crew 
in the boat refused to take him, for fear the oth- 
ers would a them. The Italian at once 
divea, shook off those bolding his legs, and com- 
ing up again seized the boat, when ne was hayled 
in.

Judge Snyder addressed the assein- 
biage stating that for many years he was of tbe 
opiuion capital punishment was unnecessary to 
insure public safety but that the 
prevalance ‘of crime now makes it 
necessary to inflict the severest punishment. The 
case under consideration was the most brutal 
crime ever committed in Illinois, the murderers 
having ho wrong to avenge nor any object in view 
in murdering the poor peddler except a desire to 
possess themselves of his jewelry and money.

Lie was instructed, about two years ago, to 
mutilate the Andre monument, which task’ 
he accomplished.

The Central Council’ , 
are said to have managed all this, but Herr 
Most, except his knowledge of it and his 
oral advice, had “nothing te do” with 
these crimes, nor with the cashing of the 
stolen bonds In New rork.

FIELD AND FLOWER. 

The politicians who have been sniffling 
around the bungs of the ID EN and PAYNE 
bar ls. and found them hermetically sealed 
for the present have fallen back on Fir 
and FLoweKk. They find exquisite beauty in 
the aliiteration and in a ticket representing 
California and New York, the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, Frisco and Wall street, the 
great business interests“ of the corpora- 
tions and the “‘bar’ls’” that are supposed to 
be on tap behind them. 

But the real business interests that cast 
the votes of this country are remote from 
Wall street and San Francisco. A few 
choice extracts from Judge Fir.p’s decis- 
ions in the California railroad tax cases, 
now appealed to the Supreme Court, and 
from his dissenting Supreme Court opinſons 
in the Granger cases, would stampede multi- 
tudes of voters wherever there has 
been the least friction between the 
corporation monopolies and the  busi- 
ness interests of the masses. The 
Democratic Governor of California has 
called the Democratic Legislature of 
that State in extra session especially to pro- 
vide some relief for the people from the 
monopdly chalus with which they say Judge 
FIELD’s deeislon has bound them, It was 
by open, bitter war upon his doctrines that 
the Democrats won their first sweeping vic- 
tory in California, electing the Governor, 
both branches of the Legislature and all six 
of the Congressmen. 

Judge FIELD cannot get the vote of Cali- 
fornia in the convention, nor carry that State 
in the election. The Missouri gentlemen 
from the Kansas City district who pretend 
to be booming him cannot be in earnest. 
They must mean it asa sort of “throw off,” 
a mere campaign interlude for pastime. 
Congressman Graves, for instance, who 
professes to be wonderfully impressed with 
Judge FIxLD’s strength and popularity, 
must be aware ofethe fact that he himself, as 
a candidate for re-election to Congress, could 
not carry a single county of his district on 
a platform proposing to sustain Judge 
FIELD with a Constitutional Amendment 
abolishing the greenbacks, or indorsing the 
doctrines of his dissenting opinions in the 
Granger cases. The anti-monopoly senti- 
ment is overwhelmingly strong in every 
county of Mr. Graves’ district, and no 
known opponent of the greenbacks has held 
any office in that district since 1873.

UNJUSL TAXATION, 

A city cotemporary complains of the ine- 
quality in the valuation of city and country 
lands for taxation. So long as market value 
is a criterion in assessments and sv long as 
the market value of land Is to be determined 
by density of population and demand for its 


use, we do not see how the inequality com- 


plained of is to be equitably avuided. The 
country people, on the other hand, complain 
that their personal property, being mostly 
in the visible form of live stock, implements 
and recorded mortgages, does not escape tax- 
ation like the vast bulk of personal property 
in thecities. So, if the country people man- 
age to get their land assessed a little below 
its real value, they hold that they are only 
getting even with the wealthy tax-dodgers of 
the cities. 

Both, however, unite in upholding an in- 
iguitous system of double taxation which 
bears with crushing force upon small 
tax-payers and poor men who are 
trying to pay for little homes 
for their families. The man who buys such 
a home, expecting to pay for it in annual 
installments saved from his earnings, has to 
pay tax on the full value of the property and 
also on the amount he owes for it. True, 
the latter tax is ostensibly levied on the 
mortgage and paid by the mortgagee, but it 
is included in the price and interest charged 
to the buyer of the propertv, and therefore 
comes out of his pocket in the end. Massa- 
chusetts two years ago repealed this double 
tax law, and now one of her legislative ¢om- 
mittees has reported in favor of ite restora- 
tion, on the ground that the gross assess- 
ment has been greatly decreased since the 
repeal, and that without this double taxation 
much loanable capital must escape taxation 
altogether, 

This reasoning runs direotly into the ab- 
surdity of taxing capMal in the hands of the 
poor borrower on the ground that it cannot 
be reached in the hands of the rich owner. 
lt says if you are rich and don’t have to bor- 
row you shall be let off with a single tax on 
the property you own, if you cannot hide it 
from the Assessors. But if vou are poor and 
compelled to borrow money, you shall be 
taxed on what you owe as well*as on what 
you own, lest what you havé borrowed may 
escape taxation altogether. This clumsy 
and unjust method of taxation bears most 
heavily ou the very class of people who ate 
most deserving of encouragement and con- 
sideration—a class of people who are to-day 
paying an immense part of the taxes col- 
lected in St. Louis. It ts a species of class 
legisiation which forces them to pay taxes. 
out of all proportion to their possessions, « 
their earnings, their chances in life or the 
protection they receive from the * 
ment.

8 CULLOM of Illinois gave in a 
few words an indication of one element of 
Republican weakness and of the Democratic 
strength throughout the West in saying 
“the Democratic party in the Westis un- 
doubtedly in sympathy with the Morrison 
wing of the party, while he could only say 
in behalf of his own party that it was for 
“reasonable protection,” that it was for 
„Just discrimination toward our own people 
as against those of other countries.”” These 
are glittering generalities. The Republicans 
of the West wanta Republican victory and 
are ready to vote for any candidate or any 
platform. But when anybody attempts. to 
pin them down to support protection, he 
wants to be very careful to remark that the 
discrimination in favor of our people is to be 
„just, and that the protection is to be 
“reasonable.” The Western Republicans 
Are not making the tariff an issue, but if 
they did it would rend their party more dis- 
astrously than Democracy is rent. 


Is there any hope for an improvement in 
local politics in St. Louis? Any hope of 
taking the control of municipal politics out 
of the hands of the men whom no one would 
trust with his privage affairs, but who by 
some inscrutable principle of selection are 
intrusied with the management of public 
affairs? As faras the political parties go 
there is little choice between them. The 
Silk Stocking movement represented no pr8- 
test against the skulduggery of the regular 
organization, but a protest against the 
division of the proceeds. Between the two 
gange there is not much to choose. Nowa 
protest comes up from the Democratic party 
against the close-corporation methods which 
prevail in its management: will ii restore 
confidenee in that management, or will it be 
merely a revolt of the disaffected? A few 
weeks should enable us to tell; if itis a new 
faction it will die young. 

JuDGE BREWER was the dissenting Judge 
of the Kansas Supreme Court when it af- 
firmed the constitutional power of the State 
to destroy, with prohibitory laws and with- 
out compensation, the vineyards, breweries 
and distilleries which had been built up in 
the State under the encouragement of favor- 
ing aod protecting State laws. He held that 
such taking or destroying of private prop- 
erty for public use was forbidden by the 
tundamental law of the land. But his ap- 
pointment as United States Circuit Judge 
for the Eighth District will not, as some 
suppose, give him a voice in the Supreme 
Court hearing of the appeal from that Kan- 
sas decision. MILLER is the Supreme Court 
Justice for this circuit, and his presiding oc- 
casionally in the Circuit Court does not im- 
ply that the Circuit Judge may sit oceasion- 
allyin the Justice’s place on the Supreme 
Be uch.

the unions in the country.
